"Resolved Uiat a man's iKrsonalUy is 
pt mopft \.iliio to him than his 
brains," held at the Diocesan College 
last night. Marshall was assisted by 
Smith ^^•^no the ncKatlvo wafe suc- 
cessfully upheld by Wolfe and Bod- 
ser, -who -was chosen by thfe Judges 
Avas to Tç-ln the Glbb trophy, which 
lias bc«n competed for since 1912 a« 
tlip best speaJîer. 

Marshail defined intellect as the 
entire mental orcanisa>tlon ot a hu- 
man belnc, Includlnjr intellect, moral- 
ity and temptcrament, whereas the 
brain was merely a bunch of matter 
'an* the cranial cavity of man having 
mental properties, the slorehonsc of a 
business establishment so to speak, 
while the j^erson-ility was ihc organ- 
isation of u bufincs.«, a.nd -nlthout a 
doubt the more important of the two 
irrom this analogj' lie deduced f.iat 
ncrsonality uses the matter which is 
stored in the brain as it is needed, 
and with the greatest effect. 

Brains Necessary 
The sr>fsl;c!r showed that every 
person had to have a certain amount 
ot brains ajid a certain .imount o! 
l>ersonality. "These quantities varied 
•with different persona. A roan with 
considerable brains and with little 
-personality was as badly off as the 
man with little of both for the for- 
mer, t)iough he l^ad a great «tore of 
knowledge, could not direct it in the 
rlglit channels without the required 
organisation." fitatcd ilie speaker. "'If 
on the oiher ha.nd we have a man of 
high personality and low intellect, 
we find that the least he can do is 
to bluff his way through life and if he 
be a swindler his personality wilt en- 
able tilrn to overthrow great organ- 
isations. Thus it follows that witliout 
j>ersonality i man is of little use to 
inself or to his fellow men," he 
cëhduded. 

Personality is Individuality 
"Personality is individuality, the 
brain Is understanding," said M'olfe 
leading the negative of the argument 
"and it is necessary to assume that 
every i>crscm ie endowed witii boih- 
3t is true that personality obtains a 
position but brains keep it. A man 
wit'j personality and without brains, 
is much like an empty pot making a 
lot of noise about nothing and finds 
Ps^vlndllng his lot," he declared. 

"NVolfo then il]usl!-ot.td his points by 
nhowing tiiat while NaiJolcoii had a 
dynamic K'rsouulily with wiilcli to 
bold his eoldiere, he required the 
y^Kl amount ot brains he liâd io 
reach success and when he depended 
solely on his personality on leaving 
the ifile of KIba to collect troUps, he 
tailed utterly and wasted away at 
tit.

Tho vote in favor of 
beer was 13G5 and ngnlnnl beer iS2. 
iaa botlolJ! v.rro spoiled. 

2530 vote.s wero cast out of a. re- 
Kistrallon of rMSe. Tho Iar;;e number 
of spoiled ballots wan accofmtcd for 
by Indlstinot marking voies on un- 
.■iutliorl7:cd paper and ballots rolled 
toKcl'.ier, according to the returning 
"ITicor.i. 

Oitl ot ten ballot boxcf, three voto'l 
"Ury" and seven "Wet". Those show- 
ing dry majorities were at Victoria 
Collego and University College. The 
former college polled heavily against 
boer with a dry majority of 101. The 
results were closer at University 
College .and University College. The 
One .showed a m.ijority ot 17, the 
other ot 1-1 against beer, St. Michael's 
Collfgo voted dcci.slvcly for tho af- 
firmatlvo only nine dissenting votes 
being polled. S.l'.S. also registered an 
cmp:iatlc opinion with 437 tor and 
lot against. 163 balloUi were spoiled. 
Heavy Poll 

Votinï was l)r:s:; at every poll and 
in ainio.sl every faculty a consider- 
.iblo number of students voted. 02Z

Slediclne with a registration of 
TC2 cast 207. voles. At S.P.S. 531 
valid votos were polled ' out ot 6*7 
students. In addition to these polls 
there wero tho three boxen at Hart 
IIouso where 714 votes were cast 
distributed amongst the various fa- 
culties. 

Tlio ballot boxes wer« distributed 
at 11.30 with members of "The Var-

Tho higheat idesis of tho 
real man are represented In this group 
and when they act, evoryono falls In 
tho rut nnd follows. Wo aro not refer- 
ring to tha fnoMlty, but to tho stu- 
dents: tho students Intelllgencla and 
after a brief but accurate analyjiing, 
we find that group to possess those 
qualities which make out campus and 
college shine In solntlllatlng features 
and ftotlvltles far above tho colleges 
and tinlverHltios throughout the land. 
You know who comprises that group 
for they perceive and we act and In- 
sensibly wo lako on new Idcnis that 
tho liitclllgcncia possess. Look about 
and around you and notice each 
member of that group a,nd when you 
find one, notice his iictlon.«(, his char- 
acteristics, and leadership, and then 
psycoanalyïo yourself to see i If you 
rro liko him In any way. Indocd the 
qualities of -our intelligenola aro not 
perfoot, but aren't they far reaching 
It should be. tho "high ambition of 
every man not only to be a loader In 
his business or profession, but, be- 
cause of his public spirit and unselfish 
devotion to the student body to be 
Justly called "our leading student", 
and his title of a "leader" comes only 
becaluse h« surpasses others lij the 
quaUty ot his work. 



A WAY UP FOR LITERATURE 

In 1926 ah Institute of Modern 
Literature was conducted through 
ten days at Bowdoln College. Its pur- 
pose was "to center attention for a 
while on the poets, novelists, dram- 
atists and essayists of today, and 
thus stimulate In Maine, and in Xew 
England, more of an intelligent In- 
terest In literature and poetry." 
Among its speakers were Carl Sand- 
burg, Robert Frost, Wllla Gather, 
Margaret Deland and Edna St. Vin- 
cent Mlllay. What better time than 
the present for some more . similar 
institutes? 

A great many words are being put 
together nowadays In" magazines and 
newspapers intended to prove that 
there Is something exceedingly wrong 
In the trend of modern literature. 
Charges are made that novels are 
superficial, badly written and deal 
with nonossenllals or with . matters 
better ignored; and that we have 
come a very long way; and an un- 
enviablo one, from the great poets. 
A good deal ot ovidunoo can, alas, be 
marshaled to support .inch conten- 
tions; but beyond making out a case 
against downward trends, the value 
of such an institute as was conduct- 
ed in Afalno lies' in le.rdlng people a 
little way along the upward path to 
liclter literature. 

Each evening during the Institute 
a writer of eminence either read from 
his own works or discussed that 
pIiasB of creative literary effort in 
wlilcl\ ha eNcelicd. In such a way he 
or slio spolco not only for a con- 
tributing individual, but for a group 
view of modern literature; Such ex- 
pressions gave the community op- 
portunity to consider some problems 
that go to tlia niaUing of literaturo 
in tlie llglit oC tho c.xpcncnco ot In- 
dividuals engaged in producing it. 
Many pcrsoi\s heard things about the 
labor and the ambition of writing 
they had never dvcamed botoro were 
truo. Tlicy gained somo insight Intu i 
tho niacliinory ot lileraliire, it bcin^ 
truo that literaturo must have a 
niachlnery In order to bo properly 
functional. And at the conclusion ot 
tho Inslltulo these persons who had 
heard went away, not moro inclined 
to be merely philosophical about tho 
disappointing trends in modern liter- 
ature, but understanding a little 
better how certain standards miist bs 
encouraged In order that good liter- 
ature may not only survive but In- 
crease. 

In 1925 It seemed that here was an 
excellent way to render a distinct 
service, not only to literaturo but to 
the community. Bowdoln has no 
copyright on tho Idea of an institute 
of modern literature; such a project 
Is certain of tho co-opcrutlvo Interest 
of publishers and of discerning llter- 
uteurs, nnd tho popular response at 
Dowdoln In 1925 should bo abundant 
prooC to nny college Inclined to takiu 
up Iho Idoa and ropruducii it tlial 
oomniiinlty iiitorcal will support U 
wherever It la efficiently under- 
taken.

A fuU- 
slwd Iroquois birch bark canoe loan- 
ed by Dr. J. B. Porter and conRlnicled 
entirely of native materlnj Is " pre- 
sent. This cnjioe nUhoug-h only f>0 
potinds Iti weight is ca.pable of sus- 
taJning a cargo of ISOO pounds. Axi 
esquimaux .Kayak also rests In state 
in the collcot4on. The Interest of this 
cxhtbtlon Is increased by the presence 
of native tools and materials used In 
pawoebuUdliie. 

Canoes Plentiful 
Eastern canoe t^-pes constitute the 
bulk of the display. Ojlbway craft are 
prominent Cr«e and Athap.iscan 
modela from the Macken:^e and 
Churchill districts may also be seen. 
Birch barks from the Yulion .TJid the 
Cottonwood dugout are in evidence. 

The decorated Altcmac canoes from 
the Maritime Provinces provide Inter- 
est. "The shoe" is an Interesting ap- 
pliance used by the Mlcmncs. it con- 
sists of long removable slats secured 
'to the thwarts and running along the 
.Tjottom and lower sides of the canoe. 
These prevent the ripping of the canoe 
by rocks and - snags In dangerous 
water. The curious t>T>es of West 
Coast canoes aro only exceeded by 
Newfoundland canoes. Hudson Bay 
Company fur cano<Ss aro also on dlr- 
'T)lay. , One model is replete with 
voyager equipment. An Interesting 
display of canoes constructed for 
tempornrj' purposes is on view. Moose- 
hide, spruce, elm, and hickory barks 
were employed. 

■ ■ Basketry Exhibited 
■ À display of Indian baakctry is an 
added attraction. This collection wae 
made by Mrs. Markland Molson who 
rfollsed and apprecia/ted the artistic 
vaJue of Indian work along this Hn* 
and an extremely interesting and 
pnUsewortihy collection resulted. 

A 20 gallon basket is prominent in 
the display. Ko gum or pitch of any 
Icind was used in its construction. The 
,,,materlaJ was worl{ed while wet and 
pcm drying the basket was rendered 
■"^ter-tlght. The best baskets come 
-from the region between Pugol Sound 
and the Cascade Mountains where the 
climate Is very damp. Similar basket- 
ry of a Bmaller size is present, and ie 
the result of much laborious work as 
jiiany days were required for the com- 
pletion of a single basket. Some of 
'tiiese were used for boiling foods. 
TJie designs used in decoration are 
painted with éyee derived chlOy from 
.vegetable matter.

College towns aro usually frco from 
crime, political scandals or strikes. 
They have a larger proportion of 
women and of adults than tho aver- 
age town and also nn unusually largo 
proportion of noted persons (that Is, 
those whose names appear In Who's 
Who). There Is m unusual number of 
small families, and little Illiteracy. 
Those are some ot tho conclusions 
that Dr. Roland M. Harper of the 
L'niversity of Georgia draws In his 
article on educational centers which 
appears in the current Issue of Scien- 
tific Monthly. 

Bloomington was one of the- 23 
representative towns selected "by Dr. 
Harper as laving an educational in- 
.^titution as the dominant factor. The 
statistics used by him show that In 
1920 (and though tho figures may 
bi changed by tho Ji>30 census 
the ratio will \cry iirobably remain 
the same), the total population was 
11,595, of which 95.S per cent were 
white, 49.1 per cent being males and 
S9.3 per cent adulU. There was a 
total of 3.8 persons per family of 
which 1.09 per cent were males, I.IC 



per cent females and 1,6B per cent 
children. There was . total ot 3.40 
per cent lllitcrato adulls of which 
.1.76 per cent wore men and 3.19 per 
cent women. One and oiio olglit- 
hundrodlh of a per cent appeared In 
Who's Wlio. 

Included Factory Towns 
Dr. Harper has based his con- 
clusions on investigation ot statis- 
tical records from tho 1D20 census 
and from a-'tual ptudy of :.') edu- 
cational centers all over tho Unltotl 
States. Ho yelorted only towns and 
cities where ono community w'as 
largely dependent on tho Insllfitlon 
located there, excluding towns with 
important factory . organizations or 
those where the population was loss 
than SO per cent w-hite, in order to 
get a more uniform basis for com- 
parison. 

In the United States as a whole, 
esfvecially among tho negroes and 
foreigners, there is a larger per cent 
of illiteracy among women than men. 
Quite the contrary Is true' in most 
coUego centers, except, of course, 
where tho school Is exclusively a 
men's institution, Dr. Harper de- 
cJaxed. 



Fannie Hurst Wrote 
Comedy At College 

Was Student At Washington 
University in 1909 



ST. LOUIS, MO.— (By Exchange 
fier\'ice)— "The Official Chaperone," 
the first . Washington University 
musical comedy, presented in 1909, 
was written by the celebrated Fann'.e 
Hurst. This fact 'became known with 
the recent release by the Quadrangle 
Club of historical data, which reveals 
Information as to the early musical 
comedies nol publised In recent years. 

Miss Hurst, who at that time was 
a student at the univcrsiity, Jnter- 
iipersed the book ot her show with 
lyrics set to popular times of the day. 
"The Official Chatierone" was a suc- 
cess and served to pave tho way for 
future musical productions. In 1910 
Dr. Arthur W. Proetz, composer, and 
Hugh Ferris, KUlhor, collaborated on 
"Quadrangle Town", tlio scene of 
which was laid at Washington uni- 
versity. ''On ilie Qiuad" and ."The 
Darling of McMillan" were among the 
musical Itits of the show.

The sludent-lnxi rate war started 
sonio timo ago when a group ot stu- 
dents headed by liny Foster, senior, 
and Hoy Craft, freshman, collected 
data on charges, being made by taxi 
drivers for various student linul.i. At 
that llmo a rexoiilng was announced' 
which put Mc.\rtliur court in a lower 
zone rate, 

• "Wo havo no (|uarrel with Ihti cab 
drivers as indlvldual.i", said Foster, 
"but wo do think that tho charges 
which havo been made aro exhorblt- 
and .and wo Ciope that the Inaugura- 
tion ot a low-rato service on tlic 
campus will lend lo general reduc- 
tions which will put the cost ot IlixI- 
c.tI) rides within tho reach ot all."

Co-education 

(Queen's Journal) ■ ' 



Considered by and large, it appears 
extremely doubtful whether this Uni- 
versity has benefited by co-education. 
In favor of the system, it may bo 
said to do away with tho artificial 
life of some colleges and to broad'^n 
the outlook of tho individual student. 
But in oxamln'ng its effect on Queen's, 
we find disadvantages which, in our 
opinion, fir outweigh the alleged 
benefits. , 

First of all, co-educatlon lays a 
disproportionate emphasis upon social 
functions.. By this we mean the mul- 
titude of class parties and ten 'Jnnces 
which punctuate the College yeai 
These affairs .are admittedly enjoy- 
ably and have their uso In effectlni; 
new friendships, but their tendency 
Is to make this fundamentally unim- 
portant aspect of university life the 
prime activity of many students. Th^ 
over-emphasis of social entertain' 
ments undoubtedly attracts to t.ne 
University many people who wou'd 
not othorwise attend, and in addition 
often dlvorlR the energies of student, 
who would be able to serve their mil 
verslty In a far more useful fa.shlon 
One of the root causes ot the loudly 
howallod lack of "college spirit" is 
the presence of a mass ot would-be 
social butterflies who are aientally 
and physically Inert as regards other 
collego activities. Social functions 
may be pleasant but they form on'.v 
part of tho aims of a university. 

Another drawback to co-education 
iH its deleterious effect on the ef- 
ficiency ot orgnn'zatlons such as dis- 
cussion duhs and oven upon student 
self-organization. Club meetings of- 
ten tend-to degenerate Into more tea 
parties. AVhIle not decrying tea-par 
lies as an institution of modern civi- 
lization, we point out that they do 
little to further the Ideals of the Un>. 
verslty. Intelligent and serious dl9 
eussions should bo one of tho fea- 
tures of college life, but owing to 
llio fact that tow seem ablo to act m 
a normal, not lo say'Henslbio, nmnn-i 
when in the presence of members ot 
the opposite sex, tho tondcncy ia lo 
1)0 agreeably fatuous rather than can- 
'lld'y controversial,
